KILLED EACH O TMRW. 

Aaethev Bloedy Chapter la the Kaeer<l 
•r "Sodom," Indiana. 

New Albany, Ind. , Feb. 1.— A terrible 
donl^le tra{,'edy occurreil at OooUttle 
Mills, Perry lonuty, forty-two ruile^ 
west of this city, on the evening of the 
20th. That lotuUity has long 'been 
known as one of the toughest parts in 
southern buliana, and in oonseqnenM 
has been appropriately known as "Sod' 
om," A few months ago the Enlo^''- 
Perry tragedy occurred there, in which 
two men were killed— one of the EuIowh 
and one of the Perrys — in an encounter 
that was peculiarly savage and in which 
mercy was neither asked nor given. 

On the evening of the 2Utb Martiu 
Tsjlor and Dinwiddle Zie^ler, two 
yonng men of tlie neighlwrbood. met at 
a BEkloon, drank heavily, played cards 
and quarreled. Which was the ag 
greasur is not certainly knovm, but a 
nght ensued lx>tween the two young 
men, in which Tuylor was getting the 
advantage of Zw^Xet, when the latter 
drew a butcher knife from hishippocket 
and plunged it into Taylor's breast, near 
the heart. Taylor then seized a chair 
and dealt Ziegfer a blow over the back 
of the head, which fractured Us skull, 
and he fell insensible to the floor. 

A few minutes later Taylor sank to 
the floor in a faint from loss of blood. 
Physldans were oaUsd, and they pro- 
nonnoed the laitaiteel both nsn aeosa 
saiily fatal. - 

This doable tragedy, like the Enlow 
Perry one, has caussd a good dsal of ez' 
dtement, bat as botl^partiss ars fatally 
hart, the eseitsment w likely to die out 
and things go on as nsqal tul the next 
killing oocars. 

SIWI OUS WW ECK. 

A CabooM Telaacuped by a "Punlier" and 
One Man Seriously Uurt. 

Hamilton, O., Feb. 1.— There waMau

So the) 
listened to the white men when the> 
said: *Let us make a treaty.' Every 
time they made a treaty thev broke it 
Every time thej^ broke it they ha<l a 
fi^ht. Every time they had a fight they 
killed many Indians. Every time they 
killed so many Indiana they said 
to the rninaiiiing Indians: 'Let 
ua make a new treaty, for yon do not 
need so much land now, since 
your brothers have gone to heaven 
They hop«>d at last to have no Indiana 
left to ueed any land at all. They said 
the gitod Indian was the dead Indian. 
This is what they call the Indian ques 
tion, aud yon will not wonder that the 
Indian thinks that among the white 
people this question is: 'How long will 
ft take to kill off the Indians?' One 
wliite man has alrsady proposed a pUn 
He wanted to stieteh mrss charged 
with electricity through the IncUan 
eonntry so that when the Indian tonched 
the wires in going through the woodn 
they would be killed. This plan showp 
the Indian how mnoh some white peo< 
pie love US."

Forecast of the Week's Senate 
and House 'Proceedings. 

IMPORTANT ACTION EXPECTED. 



Thr Weil an«l La Abra Claims Hill te Be 
Toteii en In the Senate— Blactian Cases 

t« Be Oettted— A Pare Feed Bill— A 
Fli;lit Agaiust 8<*vsral <\ |,polntinrnts. 
The Honae Will Uiscnsa the Mew Bnlae 
and Adept Them. 

Wa^JIIINi ;i(<.s-, Feb, I. A very iiiN-r 
estini; week- i.s promis<>d in the pnHM-^'il 
iiigH of the senate. At It o'clock this 
afternoon a vote will be taken on the 
Weil and La Abra ohdms bill, and that 
much discussed measure, which has 
been the unfinished business for two 
Wfi'ks. will be thankfully <li.sposed of by 
tlii.N'- senators who had be«'n led to l>e- 
lie\e that the leii-.;th of time consumed 
iu its deliberalioti would surpass in 
len;4'.h that consumed in discussiag the 
Blair educational bill. The names of 
these caees are probably more than the 
facts. Cinnniftt.mces disclosed in the 
disciissi<m which if woven into a work 
of fiction would be dedBSd almosi 
extravagant for I Relief. 

llie iudicatioim are that the hill will 
puss the senate by a nearly unanimous 
vote. Its progress in tlie bonne will be 
watched with interest. A curious fact 
stated by Senator Morgan in the debate 
was that only a very few liundred dol 
hirs of the $250,000 distributed under 
the award has reached the widow of 
Weil or the stockholders in the Lu Abra 
Mining company. The rest has been 
absorbed by dalm agents and at- 
torneys. 

The most interesting feature of the 
Week will be, in all probability, a fight 
against the adoption of the report at 
the committee on privileges and elec- 
tions iu favor of S<'nator Dubois in his 
contest with W. H. Claxett. It is said 
that the report will be presented Tues- 
day hy Senator Teller, chairman of the 
committee, and that its immediate con 
sideration will be demanded. Senator 
Stewait will lead the attack, arguing in 
favor of gi>ing the seat to Mr. Clagett 
but, judging from the position of the 
conuuittee, it is hardlv probable that the 
report will not be adopted. The Call 
Davidson case will also be actsd on. It 
will be disposed' of rapidly, the commit 
tee on privileges ana elections having 
reported unanunondy in favor of Sena- 
tor Call retaining his seat.

Mr. Mandereon purposes to bring be- 
fore the senate his plan for rearranging 
the ofiOcial printing, which is not so 
sweeping as the meastire which the 
house voted down Isst week. Mr. Hale's 
reciprocity resolution and Mr. Stewart's 
free coinage measnrs ars on the table, 
subject to call, and if taken up at any 
time may bring on a tariff .ore silver de- 
bate. 

If the report of the committee on post- 
offioss and post roads in favor ohT con- 
firming the nomination of Mr. Batbbone 
to be postmaster at Elmira, N. Y., is 
presented, and there is every reason U) 
auppoee that it will be, ShMVtor David B. 
Hill will make his senatoml debut, but 
the couutry will not have a fair chance 
to judge of how well ha will do it, be- 
cause it will ooonr in eaeonttve sssiiun. 
Senator Hill wHI be Joined in hto opiK>- 
sition to Mr. Rathboiie's cor.flrmatiou l)v 
at least one Republican senator, Mr. 
WolcotL of Colondo, who has severely 
critisised in the pubUc prints the re- 
moval of Postmaster Flood and the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Rathbone to fill the 
vacancy. 

But by far the most inten'sfing event 
expected during the week will \m the 
fight against the continaution of Judf^e 
Woods, of Indiana, who makeH recently 
nominated to be judge of the Fifth 
judicial circuit, croatod under the act of 
congress providing for nine additional 
judicial cinniits. A meeting of the 
judiciary committee wiW held, and if 
Senator Voorliees, who lia.s the attack 
on Judge Woods, does not bring for- 
ward more witnesses nor api)ear him- 
self, the committee will act on the mat- 
ter and, in all probability, recommend 
the coniirmatiou of Judve Woods.

iu-Law and His Wife. 

Wa«hin(»ton. Feb. 1.— A double trag- 
edy occnrre<l here last night in tho 
neighborhood of Eighteenth and Q 
streets, a fasliiouable residence i>art of 
the city, in which Howard Schneider 
killed nia brother-in-law. Frank Ham- 
link, aged twenty-one years, and perhaps 
fatally wounded his own wife. Schnei- 
der is a young man of good family but 
of dis.soluie habits. 

Last June be took his wife, then Miss

she kept the matter quiet, but it finally 
leaked out. The parents of both parties, 
after consultation, concluded that it was 
better to let the couple live together and 
Schneider todi np ius residence with his 
wife's folks. 

Soon after he became disrinsted and 
kept late hours and bMt Wednesday 
night he was looked ont of the hoose. 
He then made threats that he woold kill 
hto wife and her father. Mr. Hamlink. 
Last night he sent a note to hto wife by a 
colored man asking for hto dothss. aao 
requesting her to leavehomeandgo with 
him. Mn. Sohneidsr replisd that she 
did not care to have anything to do with 
him- A short time afterward Mis. 
Schneider in company with her brothmr 
and stotsr went to church. 

Schneider, heuing of thto, laid in 
wait for her, and on the rstamofthe 
party from church, he fire<'l five at 
them, three striking young Hamlink. 
causing his death. Another shot stm<dl 
Mrs. Schneldsr in the abdomen and to 
thought to be fatal. Schneider snrrsu' 
dered himself to the police. He figured 
in a shooting att'ray last spring, when he 
was shot and injured by a ooy in hto 
brother's stable. 

CmoAOO, f'eb. 1.— Uon. John M.

SlMATOB POTNTI'S bill tO pOOtah mi- 
nora inr (Mitcrintj sHloons appearn on it« 
(ace to be a good measure, but a closer 
ezataiinaCion of it will convince most any 
one-Hrr«i it« author— that the bill in it« 
present form ought to be entitled "Au 
Act to IVoteck Barkeepers." If it be- 
ooaiM • law convictions for selling liquor 
to * minor will be few and far between. 
Under it, the minute a minor steps into 
• ■doon Im will be, to a certain extent, 
in the powtet of the barkeeper, who ran 
tlien nay to him: "(trink mucli liquor 
as you want, but keep mum. If yon 
blow'on ne I'll b*r» 3roa punished for 
coniinRin iiprc." The bill rntt only niakoH 
it unlawful for a minor to enter a saloon 
but it alio makes it tialawfDl for a saloon- 
keeper to allow a minor to remain in the 
bar. Each becomes liable to a tine, and 
it will be to the interest of each to keep 
his month shut. 

The Holliday bill enacted by the Ohio 
liegislature lat^t winter in nimilnr to the 
act proposed by Senator Poynti. And 
what is the history of the Ohio law? The 
flretnaOreon, of Aberdeen, savH it lias 
been found inoperative, simply for the 
reasetas set forth ab^. It has been 
found almost impoHHible to OOnTlotany 
one under it l>ecauHe it is next to itaipos- 
sible to get any evidence. An amend- 
ment to the Holliday law ia now pending 
in the Ohio Legislature which will per- 
mit minors to testlfj' id tuch cases with- 
out criminating themselves, and the 
Foynta bill ooght to contain a similar 
proiMon.' •

Mr. E^an honored mc with his friendship 
au'l liii nintidcnce, and 1 Hhall be ever 
grateful to him for his offer to mo of his

memben* of my family and to my friends. 
But his many acts of kindness and

It has also been regarded 
with disfavor to Chili that Mr. Egan's son 
hIiouIiI have been made in Balniaceda's 
time the agent of a bankrupt railroad 
company in order to prosecute a claim of 
more than $5,000,000 agaiuRt the Chilian 
Government. I do not wish to consider 
the inJnsUbe of these charges; I simply 
sUtte that this is what WM believed by 
the people of Chili. 

"After our victory the opinion in this 
country was very general that Mr. Egan 
was not a persona grata to our people, 
and the New York Tribune at that time 
in an editorial headed 'A Minister's Use- 
idlness Ended,' thus referred to Mr.

serions than that of aikfng for his recall 
at so late a day."
